1S. UDGES CAUTONED 
ON BANKRUPTCY POLY 


Appeals Court Says Reorgani- 
zation Pleas Must Not Be 
Too Easily Granted. 


Judges of United States District 
Courts were urged to employ great- 
er discretion in entertaining peti- 
tions for business reorganizations 
under Section 77B of the Amended 
Bankruptcy Act, in an opinion of 
the United States. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, filed here today. 

When there was little or no pros- 
pect of successful reorganization, 
such petitions should be thrown out, 
it was stated in the opinion, writ- 
ten by Judge Seth Thomas and con- 
curred in by Judges John B. San- 
born and Archibald K. dner. 

The decision reversed District 
Judge George H. Moore, who had 
overruled a motion of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Wellston asking the 
Court to dissolve its restraining or- 
der preventing the bank from fore 
closing its mortgage on five St. 
Louis County lots in which the Con- 
way Road Estates Co., which had 
filed a reorganization petition, 
claimed an equity, 

It was pointed out by the Court 
of Appeals that the company was 
hopelessly insolvent since it had 
liabilities of $64,700 and assets of 
not more than $14,154, including its 
interest in the lots in question. 

“In a reorganization proceeding 
under Section 77B,” the opinion 
said, “good faith means more than 
honesty of purpose. It requires 
that there be a reasonable possibil- 
ity of successful reorganization.” 

Quoting from the decision in the 
Winkle Terra Cotta Co. case of 
more than a year ago, the opinion 
of the Appellate Court continued: 

“The outstanding purpose of the 
Amended Bankruptcy Act was to 
afford aid in the effort to rehabili- 
tate corporations solvent in fact 
but unable to meet maturing obli- 
gations. It was not the purpose to 
lend its aid generally and without 
discrimination to corporations hope- 
lessly insolyent and without legal 
resources to prosecute their busi- 
ness with reasonable prospect of 
success.” 

For the guidance of District 
Judges, after ordering Judge Moore 
to grant the bank’s motion, the 
opinion continued: 

“Considering the act itself, it is 
apparent that it is the duty of Dis- 
trict Courts to bear in mind the 
and function of 77B at ev- 
ery step of the proceedings, and 
whenever it appears that rehabilita- 
tion of the debtor is impracticable 
or that injunctive relief is not 
sought in good faith, the Court, in 
its exercise of a sound discretion, 
should refuse the debtor further aid 


in harassing lien holders.”

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MURDER CASE OF TWO 


GIRLS GOES 70 JURY 


Young Women Charged With 
Killing Bus Driver in 
Holdup. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 15.—The 
case of two young women, accused 
of murder in the killing of Bus 
Driver William Barhorst in a hold- 
up last Dec. 21, went to the jury 
at 2:26 p. m. today. 

Before it retired to decide the 
fate of Mrs, Ethel (Bunny) Sohl, 20 
years old, and Genevieve Owens, 18, 
the jury was directed by Judge 
Daniel J. Brennan to reach its ver- 
dict “free from emotion or preju- 
dice.” The cases were to be con- 
sidered separately, the Court said 
in his charge, and three verdicts 
weer to be considered: First de- 
gree murder without a recommen- 
dation, requiring the death penalty; 
first-degree murder with a recom- 
mendation for mercy, requiring a 
sentence of life imprisonment, or 
acquittal. 

Although Mrs. Sohl admitted she 
held the rifle which killed Barhorst 
while Miss Owens was waiting in a 
car, Judge Brennan said the young- 
er girl’s responsibility was equal 
with Ethel’s as an “aider, abetter, 
counsellor or procurer.” 

Mrs. Sohl's attorney, Gerald Mo- 
Laughlin, in his final plea to the 
jury said she was innocent of kill- 
ing Barhorst, 34, in a $2.10 holdup 
at Belleville. He asked the jury 
to acquit her and let her plead no 
defense to robbery charges. 

Reginald C. S. Parnell, counsel 
for Miss Owens, in. his summation. 
demanded her acquittal without 
reservation. 

McLaughlin called the Barhorst 
‘killing an “unfortunate accident.” 

“She (Mrs. Sohl) never pressed 
her finger on the gun. She never 
fired at him, she never shot him,” 
he said, demonstrating with the 
rifle how he said Barhorst pulled 
it and inadvertently fired it. 

He asserted the prosecution had 
“not one word” to contradict his 
testimony that marihuana  ciga- 
rettes, which Mrs. Sohl said she 
smoked, was a “brain upsetter.” 

Mrs, Sohl is the daughter of a 
Newark policeman.

Owen L. Femmer, union agent who 
headed the group, presented the 
formal plea to Wentker that the 
job be halted as a nuisance until a 
conference could be held, Previous-

spokesmen had said they were pow- 
erless to deviate from the wage 
scale already laid down for the dam 
project. : 

Today there were no deputies on 
guard at the job, and it was said 
at the Sheriff's office that none 
would be sent there unles there was 
disorder.

Henry 5 Negro ex-convict, 
confessed to ce last night that 
he alone e Peter Roach, 
night watchman, when Roach inter- 
rupted him as he was stealing tires 
from trucks in the garage of the 8. 
Seidel Coal & Coke Co., 3915 Dun- 
can avenue, more than two years 
ago. 

Taking complete responsibility 
for the killing in the early morning 
of Oct, 20, 1935, Rankins said he 
was lying Saturday afternoon when 
he said that Roach was beaten to 
death by a white man whom Ran- 
kins and another Negro had accom- 
panied to the garage to steal tires. 

Last night he signed a written 
confession, saying. he had put part 
of the blame on the white man and 
the other Negro because he wanted 
to make it easy on himself. Both 
men, who were arrested and ques- 
tioned exhaustively, were innocent 
of participation in or knowledge of 
the crime, he said. 

Says He Went Alone. 

Rankins said that he went alone 
to the garage, taking his truck with 
him and intending to steal tires. He 
had removed six tires from two 
trucks, he continued, when Roach, 
an employe of the Seidel company, 
entered the garage. 

Explaining that Roach knew him 
and that he dared not let himself 
be seen by the watchman in an at- 
tempt to run, the former convict 
said he picked up a pinch-bar he 
had used to get into the building, 
and struck Roach on the head. 
Then, he continued, he robbed 
Roach. of $1.50 and his watch, and 
drove away without taking the 
tires, which were found on the ga- 
rage floor near Roach’s body. 

Threw Watch in Freight Car. 

Rankins told Assistant Circuit 
Attorney James E. McLaughlin and 
Police Capt. F. X. McCormick of 
the Laclede Avenue District that 
he kept the money, but threw the 
watchman’s watch into an empty 
freight car, fearing that if he kept 
it, or tried to dispose of it, he might 
be caught and questioned.

SOVIETS a $1,000,000 SUIT 
AGAINST NATIONAL CITY BANK 


New York Court Holds Recognition 
Pact Assigned to U. S. All Rus- 
sian Claims Against Americans. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Supreme 
Court Justice Philip J. McCook dis- 
missed yesterday the suit filed by 
the Soviets to collect $1,000,000 
from the National City Bank of 
New York. 

This sum was deposited in the 
bank in 1918 by an agent of the 
Russian Socialist Federated Re- 
public, one of the constituent states 
of the Soviet Union in connection 
with a motion picture enterprise. 
The Soviet Government contended 
the bank and the agent made un- 
authorized expenditures, and filed 
action to collect the entire amount. 

For years, the Soviet Union was 
stopped from pursuing the suit be- 
cause the United States did not 
recognize the Soviet Government, 
but the case was rehewed follow- 
ing recognition in 1933. 

Justice McCook, upholding the 
bank’s argument, ruled the 1933 rec- 
ognition agreement barred the Sovi- 
et Government from the right to 
institute action to recover the 
deposit, inasmuch as the pact re- 
leased all claims the Russian Gov- 
ernment had against American na- 
tionals and assigned those claims to 
the United States Government for 
future adjudication. 


SOVIET PAPER CHARGES ENVOY 
TO RUMANIA WAS KIDNAPED 


Pravda Accuses New Cabinet of 
Covering Up “Abductors” of 
Missing Jodor Budenko.

MOSCOW, Feb. 15.—Pravada, 
Communist party organ, accused 
the new Rumanian Government to- 
day of covering up the “kidnapers” 
of Jodor Budenko, Soviet Charge 
d' Affairs at Bucharest, by giving 
out untrue versions of his disap- 
pearance Feb. 6. 

The newspaper charged last 
Wednesday that the diplomat was 
a victim of a “Fascist political 
crime,” but did not state at that 
time whether it was believed he 
was assassinated or abducted. The 
Soviet Government has protested 
to the Rumanian Government.

Retired Naval Physician, 
Who Cared for Woodrow 
Wilson, Succumbs at 
59 to Complications. 


|ATTENDED WARTIME 


PRESIDENT 11 YEARS 


He and Mrs. Wilson De- 
cided What Matters of 
State Should Go Before 
Stricken Executive. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Rear 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson, retired, 
chairman of the American Red 
Cross, died shortly before 1 a. m. 
today. The naval physician, 59 
years old, close friend of President 


Roosevelt and the late President 
Wilson, had been ill of anaemia. An 
acute bronchial infection had com- 
plicated his condition during the 
last few days. The bronchial trouble 
followed a cold. 

President Roosevelt visited the 
Grayson home late yesterday but 
did not see the patient. 

The President, after receiving 
news of his old friend's death, said 
in a formal statement that Gray- 
son “as physician, as humanitarian 
and as Red Cross executive 
did outstanding work/in every field 
of his endeavor.” 

Calis Him a Staunch Friend. 

“His earlier activities were a log- 
ical preparation for his work 
these later years as chairman of 
the American Red Cross,” Mr. 
Roosevelt asserted. “Whether di- 
recting relief at home, or co-operat- 
ing in the alleviation of human 
misery in far lands, his tact, in- 
dustry and genius for getting things 
done made his work outstanding. 

“But it is as a friend that so 
many of us will always think of 
Cary Grayson, a friend in the 
truest and finest sense of that fine 
word, A staunch friend, an old and 
close friend has been taken from 
us.” 

Two of Admiral Grayson’s sons— 
Gordon, a Yale student, and Wil- 
liam, a student at St. Alban’s 
School here—were with their fa- 
ther. Cary Grayson Jr., a third 
son, left last month on an expedi- 
tion to Africa, but was notified 
when his father became critically 
ill and was returning home. 

‘Refused $17,000 Salary. 

Admiral Grayson, who bad at- 
tended Woodrow Wilson during his 
last illness, gave up an extensive 
medical practice in the capital to 
accept President Roosevelt’s ap- 
pointment as chairman of the 
American Red Cross in March, 
1935. He refused the $17,000 a year 
salary, and insisted, instead, on the 
income from an endowment fund, 
which netted about $4300 a year. 

In directing the activities of the 
Red Cross, Admiral Grayson em- 
phasized life-saving courses for 
swimmers and first aid stations. 
The Red Cross increased its activi- 
ties in safety and accident preven- 
tion generally. 

During his administration, more 
than 1,000,000 new members were 
added. 

Colleagues cited his organization 
of disaster relief in the 1936 and 
1937 floods as typical of his speed 
and decision in emergencies. The 
disaster staff was meeting in his 
office when first reports came in. 
“Take an airplane,” he told one, 
while ordering a telephone opera- 
tor to “get me the White House.” 
Before the conference broke up, he 
had talkd to officials at the danger 
points and to the War Department, 
and assigned each worker to his 
post. 

At White House First in 1907. 

Grayson first was attached to the 
White House medical staff in 1907, 
when Theodore Roosevelt was Pres- 
ident and Grayson a Lieutenant in 

the navy’s medical corps, Backed 
by the strong recommendation of 
Roosevelt, Grayson was kept on, by 
President Taft and Wilson found 
him at the White House when he 
took office. 

Retiring from the navy after Wil- 
son's death, Grayson became a fig- 
ure in the inner council of the 
Democratic party. With this back- 
ground and a friendship that had 
its roots in the Wilson adminis- 
tration when Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, the ex-medical officer was 
made chairman of the 1933 inau- 
gural committee and was one of the 
advisers of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Grayson attained, too, a consid- 
erable réputation in his profession 
and was president of the Gorgas 
Institute. He moved in the select

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, proclaiming March 
20-27 as national wild life week, 
appealed today to all citizens to 
unite in working for “proper pro- 
tection and preservation” of all 
wild life. 

“I call upon all citizens in every 
community,” he said, “to give 
thought during this period to the 
needs of the denizens cf the field, 
forest and water, and intelligent. 
consideration of the best means for 
translating good intentions into 
practical action in behalf of these 
invaluable but inarticulate friends. 

“Only through the full co-opera- 
tion of all can wild life be restored 
for the present generation and per- 
petuated for posterity.” 

The President said past conserva- 
tion efforts had been hindered by 
“destrucive exploitation” and lack 
of proper understanding and sym- 
pathy. 


86 U. S. WARSHIPS START LAST 
TEST BEFORE BIG WAR GAMES 


Admiral Bloch Takes 300 Navy 
Planes With Fleet for Secret 
Maneuvers in Pacific. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 15.—Main 
fighting units of the United States 
fleet moved through squally weath- 
er off Southern California today 
for a last major workout before 
the annual mid-Pacific six weeks’ 
war games, which start in four 
weeks. 

Admiral‘ Claude C. Bloch took 
86 warships and some 300 fighting 
planes out for secret maneuvers 
yesterday. The time at sea will 
depend on weather conditions. 
There are eight battleships, 12 
heavy cruisers, the mobile target 
ship Utah, which operates by re- 
mote radio control, three aircraft 
carriers, two light cruisers, 52 de- 
stroyers and eight long-range sub- 
marines, recently commissioned, 
engaged in this week’s exercises. 
One hundred and seventy-three 
ships and 547 airplanes will par- 
ticipate in the later maneuvers.

Two Legislators Assert

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 15. — 
Bids for the construction of the 
proposed State Office Building at 
High street and Broadway, just 
south of the Capito] and adjacent 
to the Supreme Court Building, 


were opened here today by the 
Board of the Permanent Seat of 
Government. 

Fifteen bids wege received. The 
lowest was that of the Lehr Con- 
struction Co. of St. Joseph. It was 
$725,940. The Boyle-Pryor Con- 
struction Co, of Kansas City, which 
has been getting many State jobs, 
was second with a bid of $732,487. 
Third lowest was the $734,556 bid of 
the Simon Construction Co. of Co- 
lumbia. The highest figure was 
$799,100, submitted by the MacDon- 
ald Construction Co. of St. Louis. 

While the bids are well within 
the $850,000 appropriation, they do 
not include architect’s fees and 
other incidental costs. 


Storm Over Site Continues. 

It is expected that work on the 
structure will begin March 4, said 
Gov. Stark, repeating his assertion 
that the board would make no 
change in its decision as to the site 
which has been the center of a 
storm of objections for several 
months, 

At the same time, two members 
of the last Legislature declared that 
the board, comprising the Governor 
and the other elected State offi- 
cials, had gone contrary to the in- 
tent of the lawmakers in using a 
$100,000 appropriation for the pur- 
chase of the site of the new “out- 
going” prison, eight miles from 
Jefferson City, as well as the two 
lots on which the office building 
is to go up.

They also said that it was intend- 
ed that the new building should go 
up on Capital street between the 


east side of the State House and: 


the Governor’s Mansion, either on 
land to be purchased on the south 
side of that street or on land on 
the north side which is already 
owned by the State. 

This would have been in con- 
formity with the recommendations 
of Egerton Swartwout of New Tork, 
architect of. the Capitol, the State 
Highway building and the new 
Postoffice; Harland Bartholomew 
of St. Louis, architect for the Jef- 
ferson City Planning Commission, 
and the State Planning Commission. 

Why Included Site. 

Phillips said that the site decided

CABINETS QUIT IN TWO 
PROVINCES IN INDIA 


Resign When British Governors 
Veto Order to Free Polit- 
ical Prisoners. 


By the Associated Press, 

PATNA, India, Feb. 8 
British governors vetoed their or- 
der for the release of all political 
prisoners, the India Congress (Na- 
tionalist) Party cabinets of two 
Indian provinces resigned today. 

Bihar and the United .Provinces 
are the two units in which the 
cabinets quit, acting on instruc- 
tions of party leaders assembled at 
Haripur, in Bihar. The cabinets of 
four other provinces dominated by 
the party are expected to resign. 

Premier Shri Krishna Singh of 
Bihar led the move when the 
Provincial Governor, Sir Maurice 
Hallet,- refused to accept the cabi- 
net’s order freeing political prison- 
ers. 


In elections held after limited au- 
tonomy went into effect last April 


in the Indian pronivces as part of 
India’s new constitution, the Con- 
gress party, fighting for complete 
independence from British rule, 
won majorities in six of the 11 
provinces. 

At first the party instructed its 
members to refuse to form minis- 
tries in the six provinces, hoping 
thus to destroy the new constitu- 
tion. The British governors car- 
ried on interim administrations 
until this stand was reversed and 
party cabinets were formed. 


LIVING COSTS REPORTED DOWN 


Private Research Board’s Survey 
Shows Drop in Prices. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 15. — The 
monthly survey of the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board, made 
public yesterday, showed a marked 
decline in January in the cost of 
living of wage earners. 

With the exception of a seasonal 
increase in coal prices, every major 
group of . expenditures declined. 
‘The board’s index of living costs 
in January was 12 per cent under 
Decemiber and 12.3 lower than Jan- 
vary, 1929, but was 0.7. per cent 
higher than January, 1937. Food 
prices in January declined 2.8 from 
December, and were 5.1 per. cent 
lower than January, 1937. The 
board is a private research organi- 
zation.

Fred E. Beal, Who Skipped 
Bail and Went to Russia 
on Way to Surrender on 
17-to-20 Year Sentence. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—Fred E. 
Beal, textile labor organizer under 
sentence of 17 to 20 years in prison 
for the death of a policeman during 
the Gastonia (N. C.) strike riots of 
1929, is enroute to North Caroling 
to surrender, a non-partisan com- 
mittee for his defense said last 
night. 

The committee said Beal had 
waived extradition from Massachus 
etts and would surrender voluntari- 
ly Wednesday at the office of the 
Attorney-General in Raleigh to “ob- 
tain complete vindication.” 

Beal and six other persons were. 
convicted of conspiracy to murder 
following the Gastonia riots. While 
free on bail pending an appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court 
they left this country to live in 
Soviet Russia. They later returned 
and Beal was arrested Jan. 19 at 
the home of a brother in Lawrence, 
Mass. He was released there un- 
der $10,000 bail pending extradition 
proceedings. 

The announcement said he was 
accompanied south by his counsel, 
George E. Roower of Boston, and 
representatives of the committee 
for his defense. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 15.—Fred 
Erwin Beal, Communist leader of 
the Gastonia textile strike nine years 
ago, is wanted in North Carolina to 
serve a 17 to 20-year sentence for 
conspiracy in the fatal shooting of 
Police Chief O. F. Aderholt of 
Gastonia during a strike riot.

DEAN MUMFORD RETIRES. 

Missouri will lose the services of a distinguished 
educator when Dean Frederick B. Mumford retires 
from the headship of the University of Missouri Col- 
lege of Agriculture at the end of the present academ- 
ic year. Virtually the whole history of the applica- 
tion of scientific principles to farming and land ‘use 
in Missouri nas been written since the young animal 
husbandryman from Michigan became one of the five- 
member agricultural faculty at Columbia in 1895. 
Under his direction, the Missouri Agricultural Col- 
lege and the experiment station have furthered the 
cause of scientific agriculture in its many fields, the 
while bringing distinction. to Missouri, The reputa- 
tion the experiment station has enjoyed as the one 
which has made “the dollar go farthest” is a tribute 
to Dean Mumford and a credit to the State. 

‘To fill the vacancy, the curators have done the 
wise thing of promoting a veteran of the faculty who 
is thoroughly familiar with the achievements of the 
college and the agricultural needs of Missouri. Like 
Dean Mumford, Dr. Merritt F. Miller, who has been 
assistant dean since 1929, is not only an experienced 
administrator but a sound practitioner of the science 
of agriculture. The control of soil erosion is a mat- 
ter of widespread interest now; when Dr. Miller 
caused the establishment of an erosion experiment 
field at the university in 1917, it was the first in the 
United States. Thanks to his vision, the records at 
Columbia on different types of erosion control are 
among the most valuable in the world. If it is a 
matter of regret that Dean Mumford is stepping aside, 
it is a satisfaction, indeed, that his work will be 
carried on by able hands. 


THE BUND SHOULD DISBAND. 

The riotous scenes that occurred at a meeting of 
the German-American Bund in Buffalo Sunday night 
must have made St. Louisans realize how fortunate 
this city was in the cancellation of the organization’s 
regional conference, which had been scheduled to 
take place here last fall. Despite the authorities’ 
best efforts to preserve the peace, turbulence has 
marked many of the bund’s meetings and demonstra- 


An overwhelming majority of Americans of Ger- 
man descent oppose both the bund’s purpose and its 
methods, and are concerned over the disrepute into 


South Carolina, supported by Illinois, Kentucky and 
Texas, carried the case to the United States Supreme 
Court. There the issue was decided without dissent 
yesterday in favor of South Carolina. 

After due allowance is made for the contention 
of the Justice Department that state regulations are 
a burden on interstate commerce and for the commer- 
cially motivated point of view of Florida, the bulk 
of the argument, practical as well as constitutional, 
remains with South Carolina. We need experimenta- 
tion in the various “insulated chambers” of the 
states, as the late Justice Holmes once put it, to de- 
termine the types of state regulation which merit 
widest adoption. An unwise restriction imposed 
through the nation might work a serious and unjust 
hardship on the trucking business; the same regula- 
tion, first tested out in a single state and then modi- 
fied and improved in the light of experience, might 
be almost universally adopted to the benefit of both 
trucking and highway safety. 

In any case, 90 inches amounts to seven and one- 
half feet, and two vehicles that wide pass close 
enough to each other on a highway 18 feet across, 
the width of many heavily traveled highways. The 
opinion of Justice Stone in this case is a reminder 
of the great authority reposed in the states by the 
Federal Constitution. 


THAT WOULD BE A MERRY MILLION. 

An eminent New Yorker who translates the pen- 
nant prospects of the baseball teams into terms of 
money has fixed the odds against our Browns at 
1000 to 1. A dollar so hazarded would yield the 
daring speculator “a grand,” as the idiom has it, while 
the high-powered operator who invested $1000 in this 
alluring enterprise would find himself in possession 
of a million if the Browns should plunge the coun- 
try’s baseball populace into the delirium ot the ages 
by capturing the flag. That's the mathematics of it. 

There are other fdctors. There is the proverbial 
uncertainty which finds expression in the phrase 
that anything can happen in baseball. There is the 
law of averages. The Browns are the only team in 
the American League that has not finished in first 
place, a condition which is bound to crack if the 
law of averages is not to find itself in the unhal- 
lowed discard of repeal. Again, there is the activity 
of the Browns’ front office in the matter of winter 
trading, which, the specialists tell us, has been con- 
ducted with great acumen. And, finally, there is 
the presence in the managerial seat of the Old Ser- 
geant,” who might traditionally be designated the 
Street called Victory. 


From The Nation. 


DOLF HITLER’S latest purge answers 
once and for all that much-discussed 
question: Who controls the Reichswehr? 
Only now, after assuming full authority over 
all the military forces of Germany, has ‘the 
Chancellor truly achieved the authoritarian 
ideal on which the Third Reich was founded. 

Today there is no important branch ‘of the 
Government which is not under the absolute 
and undisputed control and authority of the 
Fuehrer. The menace of a possible mon- 
archist revolt by the old army Generals is 
gone forever, and with it, that other ghost— 
a military dictatorship as a transition from 
National Socialism to a more democratic 
regime—has been laid to rest. 

There was much more behind this military 
upheaval than meets the eyes. The replace- 
ment of Baron von Neurath by Joachim von 
Ribbentrop as Foreign Minister is of even 
greater impo ce from the point of view 
of the international political situation than 
the removal of Gen. von Fritsch, erstwhile 
commander-in-chief of the army, though the 
two changes have their inner connection. 

By this time, everyone knows that Von 
Fritsch had to go, not because, as the offi- 
cial spokesman of the regular army, he de- 
manded the resignation of Field Marshal 
von Blomberg on account of the latter’s 
“misalliance” with his former secretary, but 
because he opposed the adventurous foreign 
policies of the Nazi party. 

It is true that the army chiefs used Von 
Blomberg’s marriage as a pretext to rid 
themselves of # man who had always been 
regarded as Hitler’s “political commissar.” 
Von Fritsch and his associates have not for- 
gotten that Hitler owes his control of the 
Reich in large measure to shrewd trickery.

They know that the senile Hindenburg 
was practically forced to elevate Hitler to 
the highest political office by Von Papen 
and his next-door neighbor, Von Januschau- 
Oldenburg, out of fear that Gen. von 
Schleicher would make good his threat to 
uncover the Osthilfe scandal. Hindenburg 
had made one condition—that Hitler would 


name a non-Nazi War Minister, thus leaving 


the regular army free from political inter- 
ference. Adolf Hitler, the great promiser, 
agreed readily, and Von Blomberg, who was 


not a member of the National Socialist 


party, received the appointment. What old 
Hindenburg did not know, however, was 
that the new Minister of War had been a 
Nazi sympathizer for years and was an 


The hatred of Von Blomberg which the 
General Staff of the Reichswehr nursed for 


of the Reichswehr, but also “in other re- 
sponsible places indirectly connected with 
military affairs in the Reich.” In short, 
Hitler was probably not too sorry to see the 
last of his protege. 

For the army heads, on the other hand, 
their coup in ousting Blomberg turned out 
to be a boomerang, since it gave Hitler a 
chance to dismiss Von Neurath from the 
Foreign Office. His successor, Von Ribben- 
trop, is said to be the only high official, be- 
sides Hitler’s alter ego, Rudolf Hess, who 
addresses the Chancellor with the cordial 
“du.” Roehm, chief victim of the blood 
purge of June 30, 1934, enjoyed the same in- 
timacy. 

It is fairly well known that Von Ribben- 
trop was sent to London in the main to 
acquaint himself with the Foreign Office 
and its workings and not, as has often been 
intimated, to bring about a better relation- 
ship with Great Britain. He is nobody's fool, 
and if he acted the bull in the china shop, 
it was because he had other aims than to 
get into the-good graces of official London. 
As a matter of fact, the studied stupidity 
and impudence of his unforgettable Hitler 


salute at Buckingham Palace and his or . 


ganization of the German Nazi forces in 
England through the legation staff made a 
protracted stay at St. James's impossible.

What does his appointment mean for the 
world? Probably trouble. Hermann Goer- 
ing s Essener Nationalzeitung made this 
significant comment on the withdrawal of 
Von Papen as Ambassador to Austria: At 
this moment, the Vienna post is once again 
of greatest importance to the Reich.” In 
other words, the period of peaceful pene- 
tration of Austria seems to be over.

The retirement of Von Hassel, heretofore 
Ambassador to Italy and reputed to be not

Fascist allies. The telegram sent to Hitler 
by Mussolini and his Foreign Minister, Count 
Ciano, and Hitler’s cordial reply admit of 
no other explanation. The world may soon

Nothing, however, is so strange 
as what is being said and thought 
about Great Britain. It would seem 
that no American can be trusted 
to talk with an Englishman with- 
out eventually betraying the inter- 
ests of his country, that all Ameri- 
cans are such abject snobs that the 
only safe way to hold the snobs in 
check is to quarrel with England. 
No doubt there is something in 
this.

If anyone thinks that his ideal- 
istic speeches indicate that he is 
easily beguiled, let him talk to the 
foreigners who have negotiated 
with him in making trade agree- 
ments. They go away very much 
convinced that they have encoun- 
tered an organization under Mr. 
Hull’s direction which knows er- 
actly what it is doing and gives 
away nothing except for value re- 
ceived,

Maurice Evans’ Excellent Per- 
formance Matched by 
Fine Staging. 


ANY St. Louisans saw the fin- 

est Shakespearean perform- 

ance of their entire theatrical 
experience at the American :Thea- 
ter last night. The portrayal of 
“King Richard II“ by the young 
English actor, Maurice Evans, left 
them with no doubt of its impor- 
tance. 

Yet the production does not rest 
on Evans’ virtuosity alone. It is 
the showiest stage play of this sea- 
son, last season and the season be- 
fore that, the best lighted, cos- 
tumed, cast and directed. It intro- 
duces novel effects and is the last 
word technically. The 17 scenes 
move with a pace somewhat ap- 
proximating that of the motion 
pictures, 


“King Richard II“ takes place in 
the Gothic castles of late fourteenth 
century ngiand, and David 
Ffolkes, in designing his scenery, 
has taken pains to give height to 
the stage, increasing the gloom of 
the arches overhead and sending 
shafts of light through high win- 
dows. Incidental music is played 
on the recently invented electric 
organ, with the accompaniment of 
trumpets and chimes. The play, 
therefore, is always charged with 
effective atmosphere. 

The tragedy deals with a period 
of history when the monarchy was 
in a highly agitated state. Rich- 
ard, although on the throne for 
more than 20 years at the time of 
action, is no more than the legally 
recognized chief of a group of 
snarling and spitting nobles. His 
own ineptness and recklessness 
cause him to make a mortal enesny 
of Henry, Duke of Hereford, sur- 
named Bolingbroke. Bolingbroke 
deposes him, causes his assassina- 
tion (a deviation from fact by 
Shakespeare himself) and rules as 
Henry IV. 3 

Evans, of the approximate age 
of Richard in the play, makes the 
King at first a blond goodfellow, 
smiling, urbane, a social leader of 
poise, a monarch used to kingship 
and a compromiser in affairs of 
state where he should exercise a 
strong hand. Always surrounded 
by a crowd of flatterers, he nibbles 
tidbits and chats while conducting 
affairs of great seriousness, and is 
as gracious with the two dueling 
nobles, Mowbray and Bolingbroke, 
as if he were opening a Wimbledon 
tournament or a Scottish field 
meet. E

the land—the first Mrs, Wilson— 
suffered an unimportant but pain- 
ful accident. Grayson was the only 
member of the White House med- 
ical staff who had not been lured 
away from his post of duty by the 
inaugural spectacle. He attended 
her and so impressed was she by 
the dutiful that she com- 
mended him to her husband. Gray- 
son became the head of the White 
House doctors—“the personal physi- 
cian to the President of the United 
States.” 
With Wilson Constantly. 

In the 11 years between that day 
and Wilson’s death, Grayson be- 
came an indispensable adjunct to 
the executive. Where Wilson went, 
so did Grayson. He was with the 
President at virtually every impor- 
tant function in Washington. He 
accompanied him to Paris for the 
peace conference in 1919. He was 
close by at Pueblo, Colo, when 
the early signs of the President's 
impending paralytic stroke ap- 
peared. 0 

When Wilson’s term ended in 
1921, President Harding made sure 
that Grayson would not be trans- 
ferred out of Washington so that 
Wilson still. might have his serv- 
ices. Grayson continued as the 
former President’s physician until 
Wilson died in 1924. A year later 
Grayson retired voluntarily from 
the navy. 

Grayson was born in Culpepper 
County, Va., Oct. 11, 1878, the 
son of a country doctor. He was 
orphaned in boyhood and although 
the financial way thereafter was 
not smooth, he managed to take a 
pre-medical course at William and 
Mary College in Virginia, winning 
a Phi Beta Kappa key, and to ob- 
tain medical degrees from the Uni- 
versity of the South at Sewanee, 
Tenn., and the Medical College of 

at Richmond. He also 
was a graduate of the naval med- 
ical school. He joined the naval 
medical corps in 1903 and wa on 
the U. S. 8. d, 1905-07, when
